Alleges Powell Struck Wife. 
“That said wife knew all these facts, 
knew that all such facts were com­ 
monly known to their friends in the 
city of La Crosse, and 
that

affections of said wife, if alienated at 
all, and caused said Mabel to become 
demented and commit suicide. 
That 
on the nights April 24 and 25, 1905, 
the said palintiff struck aud pounded

the inhuman and

duct of plaintiff. 
“Wherefore defendant 
asks 
that 
this action lie dismissed with costs.’’ 
Seek to Show Mistreatment. 
It i* stated that Attorney Frank 
Winter, representing Phillippi claims 
t«» have witnesses who will swear that 
Powell heat hi> wife upon two separ­ 
ate occasions between the time Mrs. 
Powell and Phillippi were found to­ 
gether in the latter's rooms, and the 
time of the suicide. 
It will probably 
he the effort of the defense to show 
that no matter what connection Phil­ 
lippi had with the wife of Powell, that 
owell himself was responsible for 
the suicide. 


In a statement prepared for publi­ 
cation the defendant insists that Mrs. 
Powell was a pure woman and harsh­ 
ly criticises Powell for dragging her 
name through the mire aiter she is 
dead.
